Dear Eric, 

Sorry to be so long in getting back to you. Thanks for your 
suggestions. I have thought about some of the physical measurements 
you mention but have hesitated because they could work as a 
classification system but I don't know that it would help distinguish 
various makers. I suppose I should try it and see if the members of 
any given groups bear any general resemblance to each other. I hope 
to spend some time talking to Skip Smith and Phil Mossman at the C4 
convention in Boston next month. 

This project would take enough work that I don't want to get started 
until I have a good plan and a good amount of time to devote to it. 
Meanwhile I've decided to take advantage of the nuclear reactor on 
campus at Michigan to learn the techniques of neutron activation 
analysis. While it has been used a lot for gold coins, and also for 
some silver, it has seen little use on copper coins. I doubt it will 
help much with identifying the country of origin of halfpence since 
even the American pieces are presumably made of copper smelted on the 
other side of the Atlantic. But it may give a way to detect 
adulterated copper easily (besides the brassy looking counterfeits 
there may be some of low quality copper that cannot be detected by 
eye). I don't know if it should be called debasement for copper 
coins as it would be with precious metals. 

I'm sorry to hear that the ANA Summer Seminar on colonials didn't 
happen this summer. Was this a one year hiatus or has it been 
cancelled. I haven't spoken to Gail Baker about it and was wondering. 

I had a terrific experience working with the ANS collection this 
summer to help them curate the American section of the Federal 
Reserve exhibit. I had never spent so much time with such a broad 
range of the ANS collection. While there are wonderful items there, 
it was sorely in need of curation of every manner. Preservation 
needs have not been attended to and some specimens were not in 
condition that they could be exhibited due to the way in which they 
had been stored. It is nice to see a curator will be there now to 
tend to the 25,000 specimen American collection instead of simply 
having that be one responsibility of a curator in charge of the 
250,000 "modern" collection. 

I hope our paths cross again soon. I was planning on going to NY for 
the Fed opening on October 17 and staying through the weekend to 
attend the ANS annual meeting. There's a limit to the number of 
trips I can handle with work and family, so I'll hold off until the 
Federal Reserve exhibit does open. 

All of the reserach projects may get put on hold if I decide to 
proceed with a project I've been contemplating. It would be a book 
tentatively titled "A field guide to early American coins (and 
currency?)". It would include more numismatic detail than the 
redbook, such as die varieties and rarity estimates. Rather than

including lots of history I'd rely on a good bibliography could point 
readers in the right direction. Your book offers virtually 
everything except portability so I would probably limit myself to 
coins. Even without portability there is no reference incorporating 
current knowledge of colonials. I think the book could be small 
enough to carry to coin shows but detailed enough to be a collector's 
first stop for information even when working at home. The project 
would either require that I find a way to take a year leave of 
absence from my job or figure out how to find enough "spare" time to 
complete the book before the first chapters become obsolete. Even if 
I don’t get started on this soon, I hope that I can find the time to 
get to St. Louis sometime. But if I do, I hope I can pick your brain 
for advice.

If you don’t want to make something to hold your camera, you can find a camera copy stand at a good photo 
shop. Used they can be cheap, in the right store. But nowadays you're most likely to find one quickly and 
reasonably (where else?) on eBay. I'd do a title-only search for "copy stand" (with the quotation marks). For a 
digital camera (i.e. pretty light) and photographing coins, you could even cut off the top of the post and cut down 
the size of the baseboard if you wanted. 

For lighting, there are many options, I usually use a ringlight. The one I use is a fluorescent tube meant to be 
used on a stereomicroscope but it also fits the Nikon Coolpix fine (I've got a 990 about 2.5 years old.) You could 
use a ringflash if you've got one but you'd need a few filter adapters to get it to fit onto most digital cameras with 
their small diameter lenses. Ringlights are consistent and show all detail, but that includes flaws. I think they are 
great for research but I when you want the pictures to look "pretty", such as for an auction catalog, the best light is 
often a pair of lights angled in from 10 o'clock and 2 o'clock. Even prettier if one is a bit stronger than the other 
(putting one closer can work fine). 

Some coins, especially those with shiny surfaces like most of our colonials (HA!), can be tricky with direct lights. 
For those, and some others (trial and error is the best way to find out which ones), diffuse light is best. The dome 
mentioned in a recent post is a nice product, if somewhat expensive for what it is. 

Before you buy a nice commerical dome diffuser for coin photography, you can try a "dome" made from a plastic 
milk jug. Cut out the bottom and shoot through the spout (you might want to cut that off, too, for a bigger 
opening). You could also make a tent with clothespins holding a white sheet or pilowcase. Make sure it's really 
white so you don't throw off the colors, (though if it's close, you can use "manual white balance" on many digital 
cameras to correct the color.) experiment with how far away to put lights and whether to use one or two bulbs or 
flashes (or one bulb plus a flash, experiment with what you've got before you spend a lot on new equipment). 

You can also make a cone of white plastic or paper. (I've been told that white ripstop nylon is great but havne't 
used it myself.) One material sold in pro photo stores is translume (or is it translum?). I've always thought that 
drafting "vellum" or white mylar might be great.
